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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant argues that Graham teaches (RO) where as the claims recite (OA). 
For simplicity, if n is 1 in the formula set forth in Graham the formula is R 1 -0-R-0-R 2 . 
In the present application, when m is 1 the formula is R(Ar)-0-Alkylene-0-H. Graham 
teaches that R 1 may be alkylphenyl, R is alkylene and R 2 may be H. Therefore, 
Graham's formula may be R(Ar)-0-alkylene-0-H. The formulae of Graham and the 
present invention clearly overlap. 

Applicant argues that 3,901 ,665 teaches away from the use of the claimed 
compound because '665 does not have chemical bonds and appears to teach away 
from Graham. 

Graham teaches that it is known, as shown in US 3,901,665, which is discussed 
in Graham, to combine polyisobutylene with polyalkoxylates for use in fuel 
compositions.
